Foreign Bases: 
Wasting Assets? 


Military bases on foreign soil often are 
considered wasting assets in this period of shift­ 
ing reliance from the manned bomber to inter­ 
continental missile weapons systems; neverthe­ 
less, we part with our overseas bases reluctantly. 
This is true of the base at Dhahran which we 
have held for 17 years, even though it is not a 
combat base and even though its continued use 
would perpetuate a sensitive political issue. 
King Saud announced early last year that 
the agreement covering use of the base would 
not be renewed. It expires Monday. President 
Kennedy failed to talk Saud into seeing things 
our way in mid-February, prompting the Wash­ 
ington Post to point out that King Saud has 
“acquired a modern air field built by U.S. tax 
dollars without so much as lifting a royal finger.” 
But at the same time the U.S. is getting rid of 
a considerable embarrassment. 
Saud is not merely anti-Israel; he is strongly 
anti-Jew. The Saudis refuse to allow Jews of 
any nationality to enter Saudi Arabia, and that 
goes for the Dhahran base. They have required 
that servicemen stationed at the base be non- 
Jews. On one occasion a Now York Congress­ 
man was prevented from leaving his plane at 
Dhahran because he happened to be of the 
Jewish faith. 
As might be imagined, this issue plagued 
succeeding administrations in the United States, 
and in 1956 the Senate adopted a resolution 
which asserted that racial distinctions affecting 
U.S. citizens are “incompatible with the relations 
that should exist among friendly nations.” The 
resolution did not name any particular nation, 
but Sen. Herbert ll. Lehman, its sponsor, made 
clear in his remarks on the floor that it was 
aimed at Saudi Arabia. 
There is some question whether American 
need for foreign bases will ever be obviated by 
missile developments alone. The British military 
analyst, B. H. Liddell Hart, pointed out back in 
1954: “To the extent that (the nuclear bomb) 
reduces the likelihood of all-out war, it in­ 
creases the possibilities of ‘limited war’ pursued 
by indirect and widespread local aggression. . . . 
For the containment of the menace we now 
become

Then there are lists of things that a m arried 
w om an sn Texas cannot do, like, for instance, "Man* 
fine, ,m*11 or gi'.e away your own property without your 
husband’s say-so, unless you m ake your asset* a m at­ 
ter of public record," or " p o into business with your 
own funds 
without your husband's perm ission and 
sig n ature.”

WASHINGTON—One feels like 
giving a cheer for the Suprem e 
Court of the United States for its 
tem erity in cracking, even slight­ 
ly, 
a 
precedent of nearly 
IOO 
years on which it has hitherto 
based a refusal to decide case 
after 
case 
involving 
so-called 
"political questions." 
The Suprem e Court, for exam ­ 
ple. has declined to pass upon the 
validity of the method used by 
Congress to compel a so-called 
"ratification” of the Fourteenth 
Amendment. 
Yet 
this 
am end­ 
m ent is the original basis of the 
whole civil rights controversy and 
of the several executive orders 
prom ulgated from tim e to tm ie 
by the President. 
The court has steadfastly m ain­ 
tained that the way the Four­ 
teenth Amendment got into the 
Constitution, w hether legal or il­ 
legal, was a “ political question." 
H istorians are all agreed that the 
legislatures of the Southern States 
had been accepted as legally con­ 
stituted when, after the Civil W ar 
w as over, they duly ratified the 
Thirteenth Am endm ent abolishing 
slavery. 
L ater these states w ere 
ruled by Congress not to be m em ­ 
bers of the Union, however, when 
the sam e legislatures rejected the 
Fourteenth Amendment. 
This in­ 
consistency has never been justi­ 
fied from a Constitutional view­ 
point. 
When the states of the South 
failed to ratify the Fourteenth 
Am endm ent, Congress refused to 
seat in either the House or the 
Senate 
the 
chosen 
R epresenta­ 
tives of those states. 
A law w as 
then passed by Congress, known 
as the R econstruction Act, which 
dem anded 
that, 
unless 
these 
states 
adopted 
the 
Fourteenth 
A m endm ent, they could not re ­ 
cover their representation in the 
Congress or become m em bers of 
the 
Union. 
President 
Andrew 
Johnson vetoed the bill, declaring 
it unconstitutional 
He cited the 
expressed viewpoint of President 
A braham Lincoln that the South­ 
ern states had never legally left 
the Union and that there w as no 
legal 
right 
of 
secession 
But 
Congress ignored all this and en­ 
acted the law anyway over the

Presidential veto. 
M ilitary rule 
was imposed on the South, and 
new state legislatures w ere “elec­ 
ted" and new legislative sessions 
w ere convened. 
One by one. the 
Southern states w ere coerced into 
accepting the Fourteenth Amend­ 
m ent. 
Law yers and historians who for 
decades past have exam ined the 
facts have been aw are th at the 
action was plainly illegal. 
When 
S ecretary 
of State 
Sew ard—an 
outstanding law yer—hesitated to 
proclaim the Fourteenth Amend­ 
m ent as legally ratified and pub­ 
licly said so in July 1808, he was 
“ directed” the next day by a joint 
resolution of Congress to prom ­ 
ulgate it anyhow as duly ratified, 
He had no choice but to comply.

sought to persuade the Suprem e 
Court that they had been denied 
the benefits of a republican form 
of governm ent guaranteed to the 
states by the Constitution and th at 
their rights had been taken from 


them 
The efforts w ere fruitless. 
The Suprem e Court m erely said. 
in 
effect, 
that the method 
by 
which the Fourteenth Amendment 
w as “ ratified” was a “ political 
question," and that it, therefore, 
w ouldn't take any case involving 
this p articular point. 
In subse­ 
quent years, the court assum ed 
theoretically that 
the “ ratifica­ 
tion" had been legal and decided 
m any cases 
arising under the 
Fourteenth Amendment itself. But 
th ere’s no record anyw here that 
the 
Suprem e 
Court 
ever 
has 
actually said that the method of 
ratification used for the Fourteen­ 
th A m endm ent w as constitutional.

So, while the break in the clouds 
at this tim e is perhaps slight, the 
fact is that the Suprem e Court 
has begun to narrow the field of 
w hat it regards as a “ political 
question." 
This m ay eventually 
m ean that the validity of the 
“ ratification" of the Fourteenth 
A m endm ent will itself be ruled 
upon and the am endm ent be de­ 
clared to have been illegally and 
fraudulently inserted in the Con­ 
stitution. 
The ratification of a new F our­ 
teenth Amendment is needed real­ 
ly to validate its doctrines. 
The whole controversy points up 
the 
fact 
that 
a 
constitutional 
am endm ent would 
seem to be 
needed also to em pow er the Su­ 
prem e Court to decide w hether 
am endm ents have 
been 
legally 
ratified. 
For if this isn't done, 
Congress 
could 
som eday 
arb it­ 
rarily unseat those m em bers who 
did not go along with the m ajority 
and get a two-thirds vote in that 
m anner, and rely on the Suprem e 
Court to rule that it w as just a 
“ political question."

“ B ut," said A ttorney G eneral 
Bobby Kennedy, in opposing this 
Congressional

However, C hairm an H arris of 
A rkansas and most of his com ­ 
m ittee which w ere so hot and both­ 
ered about disc-jockey payola and 
TV quiz program s rem ained un­ 
im pressed. They w ere not even 
im pressed when Gen. David Sar- 
noff, head of the R adio C orpora­ 
tion of A m erica, and one of the 
com m unications moguls who would 
cooperate in operating the new 
satellite, 
agreed 
em phatically 
with Bob Kennedy. 


Chief reason for the H arris Com­ 
m ittee’s pro-monopoly attitude is 
an adroit lobbying 
move 
which 
not m any of the Congressm en will 
talk about. 
As early as last year, A m erican 
Tel and Tel quietly corralled its 
key local 
Bell Telephone m an­ 
agers and brought them to W ash­ 
ington. Before and after com ing, 
the local m anagers talked with 
substantial people in each Con­ 
g ressm an ’s district. 


The folks back home knew lit­ 
tle about the new satellite, had 
no idea $175,000,000 of their own 
m oney had paid for developing it. 
They started pressuring Congress­ 
m en. 
T h at's how lobbies work these 
days. And that is one reason why 
the House of R epresentatives will 
vote to turn 
the 
revolutionary 
new satellite over 
to A m erican 
Tel and Tel plus a sm all group of

Note — K ofauver’s Senate Anti­ 
trust Committee has just begun 
im portant bearings on satellite-

In Justice Department Files 


In the files of the Justice De­ 
partm ent is one 
of 
the 
m ost 
am azing dossiers 
on 
monopoly 
ever collected in governm ent his­ 
tory. It pertains to the giant tele- 
phone com pany, and is one reason 
why Bobby Kennedy spoke out 
against m ore A T and T monopoly. 


Justice files show that A T and T 
has profited from m ore govern­ 
m ent contacts and contracts than 
perhaps any other com pany, and 
at the sam e tim e it has been In­ 
volved in serious antitrust litiga­ 
tion. 
Its contracts include $2,400,000,- 
000 for building the Sage alert 
system across the northern p a rt 
of the United States. The contract 
was considered so lopsided that 
Ike's Com ptroller G eneral Joseph 
Campbell ruled it out of order 
but the Pentagon finally prevail­ 
ed. 
On top of this the Interior De­ 
partm ent sold its phones in the 
national parks to A T and T. the 
D efense D epartm ent sold its phone 
lines on m ilitary posts to A T and 
T, and the CAB sold its $5,000,000 
governm ent land lines to the big 
phone company. 
While most of these sales were 
taking place, a long list of tele­ 
phone officials were working in 
strategic places inside the govern­ 
m ent, most of them in the De­ 
fense D epartm ent. 
Sensational 
hearings 
held 
by 
Congressm an 
Manny 
Ceiler 
of 
Brooklyn 
disclosed 
that 
these 
telephone com pany officials were. 
pulling w ires to have the giant 
antitrust suit against A T and T 
and 
W estern 
E lectric 
dropped, 
and that they w ere successful. 
At a secret huddle in White Sul­ 
phur Springs, it w as revealed th at 
Brooke Price, A T and T vice 
president, w as so confident of his 
influence in W ashington that At­ 
torney G eneral Brownell alm ost 
pleaded w ith him to find some w ay 
to work out a consent decree. 
Today it looks as if the H arris 
Com m ittee w ere in the sam e sub­ 
servient boat as Brownell.
